pectation of fomething as extraordinary in the Com- 
pofition, as in the Methods taken toward ufhering it 
to the Publick, and the unaccountable Clamour 
raifed upon its meeting with a Prohibition, which, 
according to your own ledge, and that of ever 
Man who has tow any Attention to Dramati 
Affairs, every Writer has Caufe to expeét, fince 
every Writer's Sentiment of hie own Performance 
may reafonably enough be the fame, how- 
ever they may differ in Point of real Merir. — And

tances it happens that the Story is underffcod, the 
moft remarkable Incidents known in Hiftory, and the 
Cataſtrephe a moving and interefting Fad, which with 
many, and efpecially with the lefs-difcerning Clafs of 
8 tots, moves more, than the beft imagined 
able a Poet can invent ;: — But then it has ever 
been efteemed the beft Way tor a Writer either to 
fix upon fuch a Part of Hiftory as is fufficient for the 
main Diftvefs of his Tragedy, or to rely wholly on 
the Force of bis own Invention, or that of another, for 
the whole Fable of his Play: For tho” Hiftory icldom 
yiclds a fufficient Change and Hurry of Events to form 
a complete Poem of this Sort, yet thofe which are 
fupply’d are only the fimaller Incidents, or confe- 
quential Connection of the Whole: But where the 
Names and Charéters of celebrated Perfons are pre- 
ferved, the principal Diftreffes attending them muſi be 
knoqwn and allowed Faéts, or the Audience will, by 
the manifeft Violence done the Charaters of the 
Play, be apt to contraét an Averfian to every Part of 
it. In this Refpeé, Sir, you are highly é/ameable ; 
unbappy in the Choice of your Subje&, I will nor fay, 
becaule there fcarcely appears the Shadow of Choice in 
it: For though your Hero has left behind him the 
Character of a great Warrior, and a Friend to Liberty, 
fo far as it conduced to his ewu Advancement, (the 
frequent Limic of thar Paffion) yet the Scenes in 
which you make him labour to perfect your Piece, have, 
befide the Misfortune of being unknown in his Hi- 
fory, that of being irreconcileable with bis Cha- 
racter, unnatural in his Situation, and no way con- 


upon his former Comdud. 

n this Place it may appear a kind of Inſult on your 
Sub{cribers to cenfure on any Account whatever, a 
Work of which youenter them all Patrons ; but as 
— for the moſt Part, be fuppofed to have fub- 
feribed to they knew not what, for Reafons well 
known to many of them, I muft beg you will make the 
neceflary Apology for me, as you are accountable 
for whatever Offence I may innocently give them, 
by fhewing the Weaknefs of a Performance in which 
they have fo folidly interefted themfelves. 

our Fable is not near fo blameable as your Plor, 
though you may very juftly charge me with mifap- 
plying that Word ; tor I am inclinable to think, that 
ad you only intended one, fomewhat more like a Plot 
muft have been vifible : The whole that now fills the 
Place where a Plot fhould have been, being no more 
than a Difcovery that as Guftavus would be fo ob- 
ftinate as to let his Mother dic, rather than forfe it 
his Fame and Dignity, why truly Chriftina would be 
as crofs as he, ahd fooner than — ¶ can’t cell 
what, for no Task is d her) love her Father's 
Foe, who fhe has declared a tender Paſſion for all 
along, fhe would run away from him, tho’ whither, 
or for what View, does net appear. What makes 
this Ghoft of a Plot ftill worfe is, our Lovers never 
having had one fingle Opportunity of venting their 
mutual Paffion ; which much diminifhes the Concern 
that would have arifen from the Diftrefs of two Per- 
fons of their Worth, whom a long-continued En- 
dearment had render’d tender to cach other. For, as 
they fcarce, when a-part, acknowledged their Af- 
fe€tion, the Audience, or the Reader, can be bur 
very gently moved at the Infaccefs and Difappoinr- 
ment of a Pair who never had promifed chemfelves 
one happy Mecting.

Your principal Women sre poorly imagin’d, and 
as indifferent Ufe is made of them; Chriftina being 
evidently brought in for no other Reafon than to thew 
the Spe&ators a Pair of Petticoats, and Mariana is 
of no other vifible Ufe than to prevenre her from 





being apprehenfive of Spirits by being alone ; fo that 


every Word they utter feems forced and unnatural; 
written only ro give them an Upportunicy to thew 
they can ſpeak. ⸗Aguſta and Guftava are introduced 
for better Purpofe; but as we owe them to Hiflory, it 
would have done more Honour to your Genius to 
pers mide a good Ute of the Ladics of your ows 


Having obferved thus much upon the proper Bufs- 
nefs of your Play, 1 fhall proceed to meke a t-w Re- 
marks on the Execution of the whole, t! ¢ Cenduct of 
the Scenes, the Agreement of your Charaéers and Lan- 
guage, and the numerous other Requifites ot a Tragedy, 
upon which the Succefs of a Wrier more immeai- 
ately depends in the Reprefentation; when the Hurry 
of Action prevents, in many Austitors, their enquiring 
into the critical Juftice of the Compoficion, while 
Errors of a {maller Kind are eafily obferved. 

You open with the chief Lord of Dalecarlia coming 
into the Copper-mines to fee one of the Labourers, who 
we muft fuppofe too flout to come to hin, or elf 
thers would have been no Occafion for the Vilit; 
and, what is very remark«ble, this fame firange Miner, 
who wanted to be concealed among cthers, took it in his 
Head to be all Night under Ground, 


W bere reigns eternal Night! 


Though he might certainly hetter have anfwer’d 
his Purpofe of Concealment by going home to his Lo“g- 
ing ; tor a Lodging he muft have had, or the Hift.- 
rians would never have fo carefully cranimitted the 
Circumftance of his being difeevered by bis Landlady’s 
feeing a laced Veft beneath his Difeuife Befides, the 
Country Curate, who was to ferviceable to Guftavus, 
was his Hoft as foon as he knew bim ; fo that he c uld . 
have little Occafion to follow him tothe Mines, 
which he had, before that Time, icft, in Fear of Dif 
covery. 

The Praifes of ycur Hero in the Mcuth of Aymol-
